atloa made by the inventor. First, It 
Is easy to learn. This was evidenced

His primary pur- 
pose IB visiting the United States was 
to accept th* iaritatlon by those inter- 
ested ia having hUn demonstrate his 
invention. H* hopes while here to in- 
terest individuals or organizations to 
take hold of his invention so that the 
machine and -boots" may be placed at 
the disposal of the afflicted, for tha 
cost of manufacture or without cost. 


The Inventor feels that if out of his 


own affliction there can come some 
good to the millions similarly situated 
the lossTTf bis vision will not have 
been in Tain. He is not interested 
Is. the commercial exploitation of typo- 
phonla and stands ready to turn, it 
over without cost to the philanthropic 
individual or organization which will 
undertake to give it to the blind and 
weaksighted ont ot humanitarian mo- 
tives, fre* from any suspicion of com- 
mercialism. 


It Is the dream ot Dr. Herz that 


there may eventually arise in the Uni- 
ted States BJI International Institute 
for the Blind, with sections for all the 
nations. By the system of typophonla 
he Is of the opinion that the world of 
literature, science and. culture may be 
opened to the afflicted. Records, he 
says, can be made In all languages. As 
most of^the blind are poor, he Insists 
that his Invention mast be given free 
of cost or at cost. 


Record in Three Languaces. 


Hecords have already been made by 


Dr. Herz In German, English and Pol- 
ish. He was subsidized to a limited 
extent by the Austrian and Polish gov- 
ernments In his experiments. The first 
German records were Grimm's Fairy 
Tales and the first English record was 
Oscar Wilde's "The Happy Prince and 
other Tales."

of the XewTork state commission for 
the blind, 'William Ziegler. Jr., and "W.

Atks More Criminal-Hunting Fund*. 
An additional $500,000 for prosecut- 


ing and detecting crime has been 
asked of congress by Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer, -who previously recelTOJ 
an appropriation of f2.600.OOO.
